Suuinierlike weather and constant work on the 
track during the morning hours greatly improve<l the 
course. The public had a fairly go<Hl line on the 
winners, most of them being well backed at short 
IHidS. 

The main disappointment in a betting way came 
with the running of tlie handicap, in which High 
Private ami Bob R., the choices. »>oth failed. The 
winner turned up in An.v Port. The latter was more 
prominent during the early running than ordinarily, 
and he sprini(‘«l away from his opposition in the 
stretch with ease.

ANTI-RACING LAWS WORK POORLY. 



EaSbcm Professional Man Points Out Where They 
Fall Short of Accomplishing Purpose. 

The Baltimore Sun prints the ftdlowing letter 
from tlie iH*n of Dr. A. W. Swi*eiiy, that city: 

we need au anti-raeiug InwV Before answer 
iiig the inquiry it wmiUl l>e well to learn somethin: 
of tlie praetleal results of the auti-raeiug laws else- 1 
wlicre. During the preliminary agitation some in- 
sisted that neither raelug nor breeding need he 
affeetiil. as lioth conld go on without betting. 
otlM*rs ailmittiHl the probalik* susiK*nsion of racing 
and injury to the Iweeiliiig industry, but elaiuKMl 
that the losM*s. thougli large. w<nild only fall on 
rich owners and wealthy IxKikniakers. 

•‘Both arguments were proven utterly false, and 
thoM* who advanced them wew* sliown to have be<‘ii 
either very short-sighted or utterly insincere, for 
the laws <iuickl.v put a stoi> to racing and many of 
tl-e great breetiing establishments have been broken 
iqi: ami. while it is quite true that owners and 
IsKikniakers have suffered, many others have b«*en 
subj<iH ied to losM*s which they were utterly unable 
to sustain. 

“.Nuinliers of trainers and stable hands and many 
of the most ♦*xiM‘rt h<»rse-slKH*rs have lH*en thrown 
out of employment. .Manufacturers of high-grade 
Idaiikets. saddlery and varimis stable supplies have 
suffereil h»ss of trade. Farmers have bail a re- 
diieed deinuiid foi* the la*st grades of oats ami liay. 
Hotels and transiM»rtalloii companies have done less 
husiu<*ss. 

“The statement went the roumls of the press last 
snmim'r that lieeause of the closing of the race 
course at Saratoga tin* tow'U was deaii. Tlie hotels 
were emptv. the stn*ets d«*s»*rtial and business men 
of all <las*M*s were confronted with hankrujitcy and 
ruin. .Naturally, the churches also suffered. 

••Recently tom. I.eoiiard Wisxl called the attention 
of Cuiign*ss to the fact tliat the wholesale exisirta- 
lloii of thormigliiiWHls constituted a serious menace 
to Hie military strength of the nation, and that 
while we are driving tliem from «air shores by hostile 
legislation, they are lM*ing heartily wcleonied in 
otlM*r leading eouiitries. wlK»re broader and nn»n*

Discussing the horses deemed most likely to contest the $15,000 Great Jubilee Handicap at Kempton 
Park next .May, the Newmarket eorresiiondent of the London S|iortsman said recently: “Whisk Broom, 125 

IHinnds, is left in to represent Joyner’s stable, and it being his first spring handicap engagement he will 
most likely lie trained for it. When I saw him recently he was looking in fine, healthy condition — on the 
big side certainly, but. then, he has plenty of time in front of him until the 11th of May to be got fit for 
this race. I should like his chance all the better were the distance a quarter of a mile less; still, I should 
lie sorry to write down Whisk Broom as a nou-stayer. for he stayed the Derby Mile in the Peveril of the 
I’eak Plate well enough last Septemlier. On that running alone he is not out of this race, for at Derby he 
cariied 12T» poiiuds and lieat Sunspot rather cleverly, with Mpstapha a length and a half away third, both 
the second and third receiving two pounds from the winner. Whisk Bi*oom is also in the Victoria Cup at 
Hurst Park more than a fortnight later, and as the distance to be covered in that is only seven furkaigs it 
might lie more to his liking. All the same. I do not consider him out of the ‘Juhih'c,’ and if he Is trained 
lor that event — ns I expect he will be — lie will most likely prove one of our best representatives, and 1 may 
say we have no less than fifteen left in it.” 

This liorse Whi.sk Broom is the star of the elder division of the big Whitney stalile in England. His 
sire Brwimstlck and his dam Audience were both owned and raced by the Pittsburg turfman, Capt, Sam 
Itrcwn, and liotli were racers of high class. Had Captain Brown lived to this day it is a certainty that 
Wliisk Brixmi’s racing would have l^*n done In this country. He fairly idolizetl his hoi*ses and would have 
set great store on the son of two such favorites of his as Broomstick and Audience. However, it was de- 
ere<*d otliiTWlse, and Whisk Broom’s great speed has been displayed over English race tracks exclusively. A 
I'orse of great symmetry and beauty, he was picked by- English writers as the finest apiiearing two-year-old 
in the Whitney string of 19<»9 and good things in a racing way were predicted for him. MHiat was more to 
tlie purpose his subsequent racing justifieil the preference expressed for him. His debut was in the Holi- 
day Two-Year-01<l Stakes at Sundown Park, August 2. 1909. and was not particularly encouraging, he run- 
ning unplaced to Mount Felix, Blue Blazes and the Cylloue — (iorgon filly, horses of a class unable to get 
near him in after racing. His next essay showed him in a different light. This was in the $5,000 Prince 
of Wales Plate, over a course of five-eighths of a mile, at York. August 24. Galatlno. a horse that raced 
ano won in Canada for J. E. Seagram last year, was the favorite at 0 to .5. but Whisk Broom won from 
bill! by two lengths, with Woolacomhe third and seven others unplaced. His next race was in the Cham- 
pagne Stakes, at IKincaater, September 7. This was won by Nell <Jow, with Admiral Hawke second and 
Lemlierg third, but It was written that Whisk Brotnii would have been third had ‘•Skeets’’ Martin riddevi 
liiui out. He was not started again until the Middle Park Plate came (m for decision at Newmarket. Octo- 
her 15. Lemberg was the favorite and won. hut so well did the American colt run that it was only by a 
neck that the suhseqiient Epaoin Ik*rhy winner triumphed over him. Admiral Hawke finishing a good third. 
His not at all hard campaign as a two-.vear-old terminated when he again finished second to Ix*mberg. this 
in the seven furlongs Dewhurst Plate at the Newmarket Houghton me<*ting, October 28. By virtue of his 
deeds he went into winter quarters accounted one of the front rank two-year-olds of the year! 

Whisk Broom began his career as a three-year-old against formidable opposition when ho started in 
the Craven Stakes, at Newmarket, April 14. but acqnited himself nobly by running second to Neil Gow, 
••vith the flying Tressady ami three more three-year-olds behind him. His next attempt was in the TNvo 
Tiionsand Guineas and here he was a giKxl third to Neil Gow and I.iemherg, with Admiral Hawke. Tres.sad.v. 
Bronzino and other goo<l ones behind him. It was a capita? rH'rfonnanee, but served to demonstrate that 
Niil tkiw and Lemberg lield him safe. His next start resulted in a victory. This was in the Trial Stakes, 
nil tin* first day of the A.scot m<*eting, and he won easily by two lengths from Dean Swift. Yellow Tail and 
live more. His position in the Two Thousand made him tlie favorite here, although he had doughtv oppon- 
Mits. He was also favorite for the Hardwieke Stakes at the same meeting, hut its mile and a half proved 
too much for him and he ran unplaced to the subsequently famous Swyiiford. Marajax and Sanctuary. 
Brilliant sjieed ami not stamina has so far lieen his most prominent characteristics, but in his next race, 
the Kiiowsley Dinner Stakes, of a mile and a quarter, at Liverpool, he only succumlied by a head to Wil- 
lonyx, and last year the latter provwl himself a remarkable horse and one of the greatest stayers ever 
known. At Newmarket. October 12, he won tlie Select Stakes, over the Rowley .Mile, with Dean Swift 
second and St. Crispin third, then wound up his racing for the year by finishing unplaced to Christmas 
Ihrisr, Mustaplia and Halcyon in the Cambridgeshire Handicap. 

Last year Whisk Broom l^gan soimrwhat unluckily hy running unplaced to Spanisli Prince. Orphah and 
(iolden R<sl In the Victoria Cup. at Hnrst Park. .April 29. His next start was in the Salford Borongh Han- 
dirap. at Manchester. June 10. a dash of three-quarters of a mile. An Irish colt named Great Surprise had 
won the Beaufort Handicap two days previously and showed such amazing speed in coming home alone six 
lengths in front of Mr. Whitney’s New Castle and other fast om*s that he was made a hot favorite at 13 to 
S. while It was 100 to 7 against Whisk Broom. B«jt carrying 123 pounds to 90 on Great Surprise, Whisk 
Broom inaik* an example of the latter and won by a lengtii and a half. Grey Spinner was third and Golden 
Rod among the unplaced ones. Next he was lieaten a head by the crack colt. Bannoc’kburn. in the Duke of 
Cambridge Handicap of a mile at Newmarket. Baniioekburn carrying 103 pounds to his 12T>. This was a 
tine iierformance, such high-rlass handicap horses as Sandal. The Story. Sunhright, Succour, Eudorus and 
Diamond Stud being among the eleven finisliing behind Whisk BnHim. Then he ran fourth and unplaced to 
Swvnford. licmlierg and Pletrl for the $50,000 E4-)iiise Stakes, at Sandown Park. These two defeats he 
malic some amends for when he won the Peveril of the Peak Plato at Derby. That was his last ract* In 
1911 and his record for the year was that of a high-class race horse and a credit to American breeding

“Blit have they stopped betting on the races? 
.Absolutely not. 

“They have stopped iRH^kniaking on the tracks, 
where it was iHjhIiely eondiwted under the sum*rvi- 
sioii of men of wealth ami responsibility, and driven 
it Into the hands of unknown parties, who operate 
in s*HTCt under the siipervisiou of no one; and as it 
is nniviTsally eou<*eded that vice flourishes more 
under cover than in the ojien. it is a grave questi<m 
if the anti-racing laws hai*e not actually caused an 
liuTcase in lK*Uing. 

“-Are we not, then, jiaylng a fearful price for a 
questionable benefit when vii* cause l(*sses in many 
legitimate industries, when we break up the homes 
of industrious |M*ople, M*atteriiig want and misery 
liroadeast, adding recruits to the army of the un- 
employeil and accessions to tlie ranks of the liouse- 
br(*akers. footpads and murderers, and wlM*re we 
knowingly weaken our country’s resoiirees for de- 
fense* and lower its prestige amoug the nations of 
the earth? 

“A few. whom we might justly designate as super- 
ultra-oxtreniists. have taiitly admit U hI the failure 
of th«* anti-racing laws, though they liave not had 
the eandor to own it and ask the repeal of thos<* 
obviously harmful measures: but, ro<‘ogii icing the 
increase of secret betting, rtiey liave suggested as a 
remedy the enaetnient of laws making it nnlawfiil 
for telegraph companies to transmit racing informa- 
tion. Such a suggestion is so manifest an absurdity 
as to d«*serve only passing mention, for any scheme 
eoritemplatiug interference with the free disseiniiia- 
tiiHi of the news would not he tolerated for a mo- 
ment hy the American iieople, though they are. 
above ail rai'cs. H»e most tolerant of grotesque and 
ill-fraincd legislatimi. 

“Why should our ref«»rmers so often expend all 
their z«-al oil Muue minor phase of an evil ami neglect 
Its greaier manifestations? 

“Betting on races is ganihling. hut It Is a trifle 
compared witli the plunging in the stoi^k, grain and 
provision markets. 

“LKi our reioruiers know that Wall atreet Is widely 



credited with having furnished the iiioney which 
tint through the anti-raeiug hills? The strong have 
ever prey«*d oii the weak, m> it is small wonder if 
the big gamblers liecame jealous of the little ones 
and hi'lped to break up tlieir game. 

“Gan we learn more valuable h*ssons than those 
gotten by long experience? All questhms concern- 
ing the regulation of racing were siudif*d and settled 
many years ago in Phigland and elsewhere. 'Fhe 
laws of Englumi. generally, are just and reas<in- 
alile. Racing lias lH*eii a national institution for 
centuries. K<Hikniaking is openly carried on under 
wise and rigid suiM*rvislon. ami it is neither reganlod 
as a national disgrace nor a meuac'e to the morals 
of the kingdom. 

“We should not l«»ok at this subject in a spirit 
of narrowness and fanaticism, but from the high, 
niien vantage ground of statesnianslii{i. and the 
more it Is studied from that staudiMiiiit the clearer 
will grow the «'<Hivietion timt we can scarcely hope 
to do liettev than to closi*Iy follow tlie racing regula- 
tions of England, the land to which so many of us 
trace our ancestry ami to which we are indclded. 
not alone for our language, hut for so much that is 
ex<M*lk*iit in our laws, our eustoms. our literature, 
and a great ileal more which has tended to promote 
our welfare and advauc<*meiit.’’
